American people in the dark as 
to just what the basic purpose 
was in the meeting of the Presi­ 
dent and the British prime min­ 
ister.

MR. CHURCHILL’S forte 
in 
the past has been in his dealings 
with the top men in other govern­ 
ments. He still likes to give the 
British people the impression that 
he can accomplish, because of his 
standing in the world, more than 
any other man in England. 
Mr. Churchill, however, also 
had a few th in g s to tackle in or­ 
der to b e ab le to fight back at 
the “left win g ” in the British La­ 
bor Party . For several months 
n o w wh at looks like a Commun­ 
ist- in sp ired id ea 
has been accept­ 
ed w’ith so me seriousness by the 
Lab o r Party and other British 
g ro u p s. It is that the American 
g o v ern men t 
would go off ‘‘half 
cocked” so me day and send her 
fliers o u t of British airfields to 
drop b o mb s on Russian cities 
with o u t so much as tellin g the 
British government it intended 
to take such a step. 
Mr. Attlee was gullible enough 
to b eliev e that such things could 
h ap p en and actually asked for 
and obtained from Mr. Truman 
assurances on this point.

been to get rid of that problem 
altogether with a frank talk in 
Washington. The final phraseol­ 
ogy of the communique on this 
point is interesting. It say s: 
“ Under arrangements made for 
the common defense, the United 
States has the 
use of certain 
bases in the United Kingdom. We 
reaffirm the understanding that 
the use of these bases in an em­ 
ergency would be a matter for 
joint decision by his majesty ’s 
government

the

States government in the light of 
the circumstances prevailing at 
the time.” 
The foregoing simply 
means 
that, it an emergency arises, the 
American government, of course, 
will consult the British, and if 
Great Britain is being attacked 
by atom bombs, it is not to be 
doubted that there will be retali­ 
ation both by the British and Am­ 
erican fliers based in England. 
The trans-Atlantic phones will 
settle that issue in a matter of 
minutes. 


IT IS SIGNIFICANT that the 
communique does not say much 
more on this subject than was 
said when Mr. Attlee was here 
in 
1950. 
But 
nevertheless the 
Moscow propagandists have been 
assiduously 
spreading the idea 
that the United States might use 
her overseas bases to precipitate 
a war, particularly when the Am­ 
erican armament 
progranr has 
reached its goals. 
Nothing could be more redicu- 
lous than the assumption being 
spread in Europe by the Com­ 
munists that America has a “ hair 
trigger” attitude toward war. For

WHAT THIS MEANS, in a nut­ 
shell, is that the United States 
has merely reaffirmed her diplo­ 
matic intervention in the Middle 
East and will accept responsibil­ 
ity along w’ith the British in that 
area.

means added prestige for Mr. 
Churchill at home. He gets, more­ 
over, a promise of scarce mater­ 
ials for British industry . 
Now what did the Prime Min­ 
ister give to America? He didn’t 
agree on the standardization of 
the rifle nor on the grant of the 
Atlantic command to the United 
States Navy as General Eisen­ 
hower had requested. He prob­ 
ably will do so later. About the 
only thing that can be read be­ 
tween the lines of the communi­ 
que is that America obtained a 
little better understanding con­ 
cerning Far Eastern policy . Al­ 
ready in the house of commons 
debates before Mr. Churchill left 
England there w^as a hint of a 
change. 
The new communique states 
that both Britain and America 
“ recognize that the over-riding 
need to counter the Communist 
threat in that area (the Far East) 
transcends such divergencies as 
there are in our policies towards 
China.” 


IN A SENSE this merely means 
that recognition of Red China by 
the British will not affect the 
broader aspects of joint Ameri- 
can-British programs in the Far 
East.
